Miss  Williams-Coach 
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One  of  the  biggest  reasons  for  making  this  year  one  of  the  “Best  Years  of 
Our  Lives”  was  oar  football  team.  With  only  two  returning  veterans  due  to  re- 
port to  practice,  new  football  mentor  Fred  Bosworth  faced  the  very  imposing 
task  of  building  a winning  football  machine.  His  experience  with  the  great  fall 
sport,  however,  gave  him  the  team  which  we  now  hail  as  State  Six-Man  Football 
Champions. 

Led  through  an  eight-game  schedule  by  Captain  Gelean  Campbell,  the  club 
emerged  without  a defeat  to  mar  the  record,  extending  its  victory  skein  to  19 
straight  games.  Playing  equally  well  on  the  offense  and  defense,  Hamilton 
scored  334  points,  a National  record  for  Six-Man  football,  to  a total  for  the  op- 
position of  84.  The  leading  point-getter  was  shifty  Warren  Hatt,  who  garnered 
138  markers.  He  was  closely  followed  by  Captain  Campbell,  who  finished  the 
year  with  106  points. 

The  true  test  of  a champion  is  the  ability  to  come  from  behind  to  win  the 
game.  The  locals  had  to  do  this  only  once  this  fall,  against  a spirited  club  from 
Manchester.  Trailing  at  one  point  in  the  second  period  by  a score  of  20  to  7, 
Hamilton  scored  two  quick  touchdowns  before  the  half  ended  making  it  20  to  19, 
and  then  went  on  to  win  in  the  second  half,  33  to  20. 

The  flankmen  were  capably  led  by  Captain  Campbell,  an  outstanding  offen- 
sive end  as  well  as  a bulwark  of  strength  on  the  defense.  Two  seniors  held  down 
the  other  end  of  the  line,  Bobby  Poole  and  Jimmy  Dodge.  Poole  shone  on  the  de- 
fense, while  Dodge  starred  on  the  offense.  The  junior  class  was  well  repre- 
sented among  the  ends  by  Paul  Marks,  a fine  defensive  flankman,  and  Bob 
Trembley,  who  turned  out  to  be  a fine  pass  receiver  before  he  retired  near  the 
end  of  the  campaign.  Bobby  Ricker,  a ninth-grader,  showed  that  he  had  what  it 
takes  to  become  an  excellent  end  in  the  future. 

One  of  the  most  vital  positions  in  six-man  football  is  the  center  slot.  The 
past  season  proved  that  Hamilton  had  two  of  the  best  centers  in  six-man  football 
in  the  persons  of  Harlan  Clock,  an  aggressive  senior,  and  Tommy  Henley,  a 
ninth-trader  who  should  be  an  outstanding  performer  before  his  graduation. 
Clock  s service  was  limited  mainly  to  the  offense  while  Henley  was  the  defen- 
sive pivot  man. 

The  “brains  of  the  outfit”  was  capable  Wally  Flynn,  the  senior  quarter- 
back. His  judgment  and  strategy  in  calling  plays  was  excellent  and  his  great 
play  at  the  safety  position  saved  many  a touchdown. 

At  the  halfback  positions  were  speedy  Warren  Hatt,  the  leading  ball  car- 
rier in  the  state,  and  Stanley  “Gus”  Gusoski,  the  sensational  sophomore  triple- 
threat. Hatt’s  speed  and  elusiveness  made  him  an  extremely  difficult  man  to 
tackle  even  though  he  tipped  the  scales  at  a mere  155  pounds.  Gusoski ’s  uncan- 
ny accuracy  with  a football  made  him  the  leading  passer  in  the  state.  Even 
though  these  boys  were  at  their  best  on  the  offense,  their  defensive  abilities 
were  far  above  average. 

Backing  up  the  varsity  backs  were  Donny  Woodman,  an  aggressive  junior^ 
John  Donaldson,  a promising  sophomore  quarterback,  and  Maurice  “Mossie' 
Sabean,  a ninth-grader  who  showed  many  capabilities. 

Therefore,  when  the  practically  new  sextet  takes  the  field  next  fall,  it  will 
carry  the  reputation  of  Hamilton  High  in  quest  of  its  third  straight  undefeated 
season  and  its  20th  consecutive  victory.

Twenty-two  girls  comprised  the  first  and  second  teams.  Because  of  the 
shortage  of  girls.  Miss  Williams,  our  very  apt  and  able  coach,  welcomed  the 
freshmen  and  eighth-grader  heartily.  Providing  Mr.  O’Neil’s  gang  hadn’t 
spoken  for  the  gym  first,  our  practices  were  held  each  Monday,  Tuesday,  and 
Friday  for  several  weeks  preceeding  our  Grand  Opening. 

We  began  our  season  by  playing  Peabody,  working  with  a handicap  of  the 
double  dribble,  which  we  had  never  used;  however,  the  girls  showed  their 
initiative  and  aggression,  and  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  the  score  was  21  to 
3.  During  the  last  half,  a small  margin,  indeed,  our  girls  allowed  Peabody  to 
score  15  points  to  our  12.  The  fact  that  in  twelve  games  our  opponents 
scored  only  68  points  more  than  we  did,  making  an  average  of  about  6 points 
a game,  shows  what  good  work  our  girls  did. 

The  high  scorer  on  the  Varsity  was  Alice  Lightbody,  who  garnered  64 
points  on  30  field  goals  and  4 foul  shots.  Next  in  line  was  Barb  Haley  with  22 
two-pointers  and  12  charity  tosses  for  56  markers.  Barb’s  12  free  throws 
gave  her  undisputed  command  of  this  department.  One  of  the  freshmen  who 
aided  the  Varsity  was  Betty  Walke,  a very  promising  candidate,  who  scored 
31  points  for  the  first  team  during  the  season.  The  other  forwards  who 
scored  were  Claire  Thayer,  Joan  April,  Ann  Cullity,  Bertha  Eskelson  and 
Natalie  Stone. 

The  guarding  was  superb,  which  was  proved  by  the  slim  6 point  margin 
in  the  average  scores  of  our  opponents.  The  starting  guards  were  all  sen- 
iors; namely  “Jess”  Wilson,  Barbara  Cushman,  and  Marie  Carlson.  They 
were  noted  for  their  aggressiveness  and  good  sportsmanship  throughout  the 
season,  fighting  every  moment  for  Hamilton  High.  Diane  Love  was  another 
guard  who  is  worth  mentioning  because  of  her  height  advantage. 

The  second  team  was  nothing  less  than  sensational.  With  those  fast 
sophomores  and  Betty  Walke,  it  couldn’t  have  been  anything  less.  Betty  was 
high  scorer  with  42  markers  while  Joan  April  was  a close  second  with  41. 
The  team  worked  hard,  and,  as  a result  lost  only  three  out  of  eight  games. 
What  could  be  better?  With  such  a record  to  carry  into  next  year,  and  with 
a little  more  experience,  the  team  should  be  victorious. 

One  of  the  most  tedious  jobs  on  a basketball  team  is  that  of  the  Mana- 
ger. Jean  Austin  did  an  outstanding  job  this  year,  and  we  are  in  hopes  that 
Lucy  Lander  will  fill  this  capacity  next  year  as  well  as  Jean  did  this  season. 
A note  of  thanks  also  goes  to  our  steady  two-some,  Philomena  Holleran  and 
Ann  Walke,  who  put  in  many  hours  as  scorer  and  timer,  respectively. 

Miss  Williams  would  like  to  praise  the  girls  on  the  Varsity,  who,  even 
though  defeated,  played  together  and  broke  down  the  feeling  of  individualism, 
giving  us  a team  with  plenty  of  good  teamwork,  sportsmanship,  and  coopera- 
tion. This  team  exemplified  that  sports  make  these  years  the  best  years  of 
our  lives  by  their  good  ball  playing,  their  playing  for  Hamilton  High  alone.  It 
was  a group  that  every  pupil  of  the  school  should  be  proud  to  say  was  his.

Under  the  able  tutelage  of  Coach  “Jack”  O’Neil,  the  Hamilton  High  School 
basketball  team  finished  the  regular  season  with  a record  of  ten  victories  and 
eleven  defeats.  Although  it  did  not  bring  state-wide  honors  to  Hamilton  as  the 
football  team  did,  the  quintet  represented  the  school  in  a sportsmanlike  man- 
ner, and  finished  third  in  the  Cape  Ann  League, 

Although  losing  one  more  game  than  they  won,  the  locals  still  managed  to 
outscore  the  opposition,  737  to  713,  These  scores  give  Hamilton  an  average  of 
35  to  their  opponents  33,9,  Leading  the  scorers  was  Captain  Gelean  Campbell 
who  garnered  a total  of  203  markers  on  72  field  goals  and  59  free  throws.  Next 
in  line  was  Donny  Allen,  aggressive  junior  guard,  who  edged  out  Bobby  Trus- 
sell,  the  diminutive  senior  forward,  by  one  point  with  a total  of  123,  Allen’s 
scores  came  on  50  two-pointers  and  23  charity  tosses,  while  Trussell  obtained 
his  total  on  54  floor  goals  and  14  foul  shots.  Others  adding  to  the  scoring  were 
Jimmy  Dodge  with  43  field  goals  and  21  gift  shots  for  107  points  and  Wally  Flynn 
who  procured  42  baskets  and  17  fouls  for  101  markers. 

Running  down  the  team  by  positions,  we  find  Wally  Flynn  and  Bobby  Trus- 
sell at  the  forward  slots.  Both  of  these  boys  have  good  eyes  and  were  good 
defensively,  Trussell  was  the  better  scorer  of  the  two  but  Flynn  took  pride  in 
his  play-making  and  steady  defensive  ball. 

Looking  at  the  center  slot  we  find  Captain  Gelean  Campbell,  Besides  lead- 
ing the  team  in  scoring,  “Buddy’'  was  outstanding  on  the  defense,  covering  the 
center  spot  like  a blanket  and  pulling  innumerable  rebounds  off  the  backboards. 

Covering  the  guard  positions  were  Donny  Allen  and  Bobby  Poole,  The 
former  made  up  for  his  slight  stature  with  speed  and  intelligence,  Poole,  al- 
though not  a steady  scorer,  was  superb  on  the  defense,  clearing  the  backboard 
with  the  ease  of  a veteran,  and  pushing  in  most  of  his  70  points  when  they  were 
most  needed. 

The  handy-man  of  the  team  was  Jimmy  Dodge  who  was  called  upon  to  fill 
in  every  position.  Another  boy  who  was  exceptionally  helpful  was  Stan  Gusoski 
who,  never  having  played  before,  developed  into  a first  rate  player.  Others  who 
saw  considerable  action  were  Harlan  Clock,  Don  Woodman,  George  Jermyn, 
Dick  Wiggin,  Roger  Washburn,  and  “Mossy”  Sabean, 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  season  was  the  Small  Schools  Tourney, 
The  locals  won  their  first  game  over  Bellingham,  43-32  at  the  Boston  Arena, 
but  lost  to  an  aggressive  Littleton  five  at  the  Malden  High  School  gymnasium  by 
the  score  of  40-50,  The  outstanding  contribution  this  year  was  the  removal  of 
the  Ipswich  supremacy  on  the  basketball  court.  For  the  past  eleven  years  Ham- 
ilton has  not  won  a game  from  an  Ipswich  five,  but  this  year  the  locals  turned 
the  trick,  defeating  them  twice,  43-30  and  54-32,  In  a game  at  the  Boston 
Garden,  Hamilton  defeated  Groveland,  33-30.  This  contest  was  played  to  help 
create  more  interest  in  high  school  basketball  at  the  Garden.

Bertha  Eskelson  was  our  only  participant  in  the  Public  Speaking  Contest. 
Although  she  didn’t  win,  she  did  highly  entertain  us  all.  Bertha  is  a born  elo- 
cutionist; in  fact,  think  that,  if  she  put  her  mind  to  it,  she  could  persiiade 
Molotov  to  give  Russia  a democratic  government.  Of  course,  we’re  a little 
prejudiced. 

The  boys  of  om  class  were  in  the  cast  of  “Pinafore”,  with  John  Donald- 
son serving  as  understudy,  for  one  of  the  stars,  Joan  Palm  played  a leading 
girls’  role  with  credit.

The  jglee  club,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Austen,  put  on  the  “H.M.S. 
Pinafore.’  All  the  ninth  grade  boys  that  are  in  the  glee  club  were  sailors 
in  the  chorus,  while  the  ninth  grade  girls,  along  with  those  of  the  tenth,  took 
part  in  the  overture. 

I think  these  years  so  far  have  been  the  “Best  Years  Of  Our  Lives”, 
because  now  we  are  beginning  to  realize  that  we  must  have  a good  education 
in  order  to  take  over  the  tasks  of  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  Our  greatest 
desire  is  to  have  peace  and  brotherhood  and  everlasting  happiness  such  as 
the  happiness  we  have  enjoyed  at  Hamilton  High.

A little  later  in  the  year  three  of  our  classmates  took  part  in  the  annual 
public  speaking  contest,  Phyllis  Kinsella  walked  off  with  third  prize.  The  two 
other  participating  pupils  were  Emily  Nickerson  and  Charles  Cook. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Towne  and  Mr.  Armstrong,  both  the  boys  and 
girls  managed  to  organize  a basketball  team. 

Before  we  left  school  for  our  Christmas  vacation,  we  had  a very  enjoyable 
party  with  the  help  of  Miss  Anderson.  Gifts  were  exchanged  and  refreshments 
served. 

The  Junior  High  Glee  Club  was  organized  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  O’Neil. 
We  took  part  in  Miss  Boswell’s  assembly  and  did  sing  in  Mr.  O’Neil’s  assembly. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  say  that  we  have  had  a wonderful  time  during  this 
school  year.  We  appreciate  the  honor  of  going  to  Hamilton  High  School,  and  we 
hope  to  help  maintain  its  high  standards  during  the  next  four  years. 
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Coming  on  to  the  set  September  8,  1948,  the  new  players,  a group  of  thirty- 
six  seventh  graders,  were  looking  forward  to  the  first  scenes  in  their  new  pic- 
ture, “The  Best  Years  of  Our  Lives,” 

Our  business  was  to  be  carried  on  under  the  capable  management  of  Direc- 
tor Judith  Towne  and  Assistant  Director  Philip  Trussell  with  Lawrence  Smith  in 
charge  of  scripts  and  Robert  Caley  in  charge  of  finances. 

The  rotating  stages  were  novel  to  us.  Our  first  try-out  was  on  the  arith- 
metic stage  with  Mrs.  Ramer  directing.  Some  of  us  thought  it  hard  at  first  but 
as  time  went  by  we  found  it  grand.  For  our  second  hour  we  went  to  the  English 
stage  to  talk  over  the  scripts  with  Mrs.  Kimball.  Our  third  hour  was  in  the  sew- 
ing room  where  costumes  were  planned  and  made  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Boswell.  For  the  fourth  and  most  fun-packed  hour  of  all  went  to  Miss  Williams 
to  practice  our  different  dance  and  acrobatic  routines.  The  fifth  hour  we  studied 
the  geography  and  history  of  the  people  in  the  different  countries  where  our  pic- 
ture was  to  take  place.

We  were  very  proud  of  six  actors  on  our  set  for  achieving  the  Honor  Roll 
three  of  whom  received  roses  at  the  half  year.  They  were:  Thomas  Haraden,- 
Philip  Trussell,  Robert  Caley;  Phyllis  Smerage,  Barbara  Glendening  and  Judith 
Towne  received  roses. 

Now  as  the  curtain  slowly  closes  on  a colorful  scene,  we  are  all  looking 
forward  to  making  greater  pictures  in  the  years  to  come.
